Shore and Michigan Southern at the 
same time that the Hocking Valley 
deal went through. 
No question of insolvency is in­ 
volved in the Hooking Valley proceed­ 
ing. The Hocking Valley suit was be­ 
gun in Ohio state courts u n d ^ Ohio 
statutes, relating solely to the rights 
of 
minority 
stockholders 
and 
the 
power of any company to acquire any 
other company operating within the 
state. 
The feeeivers are .T. M Sheets, for­ 
merly attorney general of Ohio, and 
TT .T Rooth. a Columbus lawyer They 
were appointed by Judge Klnkeud of 
the court of common pleas sitting in 
Columbus 
The Kanawha and Michi­ 
gan application has been taken to tbo 
federal courts 
The suit for the Hocking Valley re­ 
ceivership was brought by a few mi­ 
nority stockholders <>i 
the Hocking 
Valley and Kanawha and Miehign^. 
It was alleged that the transaction mi 
its entirety was declared to effect a 
combination to the detHment of mi- 
norit v stockholders, such as had been 
declared ill gal by the Ohio courts 
The application recited the fact thnt 
the deal as- a whole dissolved the old 
Hocking Valley system by turning the 
Hocking Valley over to the Chesa­

SALEM MAN WRITES 
OF FLORIDA 


(Cootimued From First Page.) 


I have now st>ent two winters in 
the home of Mr Jam es Robbins at; 
Punta Gorda. Florida. 
Kind people, 
a healthy place and down there in 
that lain) of fruits, fish, flowers and 
sunshine life is so very different from 
what ft is here. 
I have been looking 
up the curious forms of life that one j 
m eets with there and among them t* 
the tiddler 
They have millions o, j 
them down there, hut they «were never! 
known to play a tune; they only pre­ 
tend to fiddle with their large daw' 
when excited, for they are a species 
crab in the form of a spider or lima 
bean, but much larger, and they bear 
the scientific name of gelasimus vo 
cator. 
They are perfectly harmless, 
though they look* dangerous and one 
is very timid about handling them, 
for fear of being pinched. They have 
five legs on one side and four on the 
other or left side, where the dispro­ 
portionately large and long arm is a t­ 
tached with its formiilable claw and 
which is carried folded in front of 
the crab. 
The arm and claw looks 
larger than the l>ody and they brati- 
dish it somewhat like a fiddler does 
his bow—hence the name of "fliddler” 
—by others he is imagined to be 
beckoning and for this reason he vs 
also called "calling crab;” 
They run 
with equal facility to the right or to 
the left but never forward 
They 
have two compound eyes set up on 
small tubes about one-sixteenth of an 
inch long and which they can with­ 
draw into their shell; they are also 
amphibious. Great droves of them in­ 
habit the shoes of the inlets and hays 
where the salt water tides can reach 
them and one may find their hole** 
marked by little halls of sand that, 
they have thrown out. 
The 
m ost curious 
feature about 
is the beautiful m arkings in colors 
on the shells of the males, who are 
also owners of the large claws. 
T 
was once assigned, by one of our 
school teachers, to the Ananias club 
for stating th at some of them had 
monograms on their shells. 
The last 
month that | spent in Florida I was 
in the habit of getting up early and 
with my good friend. 'Joe,'' the house 
dog. we would take a run down to 
the bay to look up the bird ami in­ 
sect ijfe and see the great expanse of 
water. Many times I took my five-inch 
reading glass with me. ju st to look 
at the beautiful fiddlers and hunt for 
odd designs on their hacks. 
It is a 
fact th at some of them really have 
monograms on their shells and the 
m ost common was the double “H,” 
one printed over the other and a lit­ 
tle to one side. Others had designs 
in colors that resembled the 
altar 
piece as shown in the insignia of 
some of our secret 
orders. 
There 
were beautiful designs, no two alike, 
In purple, green, yellow, with shadings 
that remind me of the gorgeous sad ­ 
dle-blankets 
that 
I 
had 
seen 
in 
Mexico, and among the many one 
could easily imagine, at least, here 
and there a monogram
